K.V.  RODZAEVSKY,  born  in  1907  in  the 
town  of  Blagoveshchensk,  Russian, 
higher  legal  education. 

The  former  head  of  the  whiteguard 
organization,  "the  Russian  Fascist 
Union",  in  Manchuria. 

Q  Living  in  Manchuria  you  carried  on  intense  anti-Soviet 
activities  directed  arainst  the  Soviet  Union.  Tell  us 
about  them. 

A  Having  escaped  from  the  Soviet  Union  to  Manchuria  in  1925 
I  created  the  whiteguard  organization  "The  Russian  Fascist 
Union"  (R.F.S.)  there.  "The  Russian  Fascist  Union",  the 
aim  of  which  was  to  overthrow  the  Soviet  power  in  the  USSR, 
counted  on  Japan  which  was  preparing  a  military  attack 
against  the  Soviet  Union. 

I  and  other  leaders  of  the  Russian  Fascist  Union  were  closely 
connected  with  a  number  of  Japanese  military  and  statesmen, 
and  also  with  the  Japanese  intelligence  service  in  Manchuria, 
under  whose  direction  we  carried  on  our  active  sabotage  work 
against  the  USSR, 

Following  the  task  set  by  the  Japanese  intelligence  service 
the  "Russian  Fascist  Union",  directed  by  me,  trained  agents 
out  of  the  whiteguard  emigrants,  these  agents  being  smuggled 
into  the  Soviet  Union  for  intelli  ence  work  for  creating 
fascist  underground  organizations,  for  the  ^reparation  of  an 
armed  revolt  and  the  organization  of  terroristic  acts  a- 
painst  the  leaders  of  the  All-Union  Communist  °arty  (of 
Bolshevics)  and  of  the  Soviet  Government. 

At  the  same  time  the  "Russian  Fascist  Union"  carried  anti- 
Soviet  propaganda  among  the  whiteguard  emigrants  on  a  large 
scale  and  also  published  anti-Soviet  literature  for  distri¬ 
bution  on  the  territory  of  the  U.S.S.R. 

Q  When  did  you  establish  contact  with  the  Japanese  Intelligence 
Service? 

A  I  established  contact  with  the  Japanese  Intelligence  Service

TQhS  KDT-nSt  ,BeJ  hlm  inJhe  ?!lnlstry  of  Colonies  in  *arch, 
1939  KOIuO  promised  me  his  support  of  the  anti-Soviet  ’ 
activities  of  the  "Russian  Fascist  Union". 
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I  mot  him  for  the  second  time  in  Octoter  1939  when  I  came 
to  Tokyo  on  an  excursion  organized  by  the  Kharbin  Military 
Mission.  KOISO  received  me  in  his  flat  and  in  our  conver¬ 
sation  concerning  the  relations  of  Japan  with  the  USSR  said 
that  Japan  strove  to  drivo  Soviet  Russia  from  the  Pacific 
Ocean, 

After  the  outbreak  of  the  war  between  Germany  and  the  USSR, 
the  Japanese  were  talking  not  only  about  the  plans  of  attack¬ 
ing  the  USSR  but  about  the  time  of  their  attack  as  well. 


When  discussing  with  me  in  October  1941  my  oroposal  to  inten¬ 
sify  the  anti-Soviet  propaganda  carried  on  by  the  "R.F.S,". 
Lieutenant  Colonel  NIUMURA.  chief  of  the  3d  department  of  the 
Japanese  Military  Mission  in  Kharbin,  stated  that  Japan  had 
her  own  plans  and  that  our  untimely  activity  might  only  dis¬ 
close  these  plans. 


Japan,  NIUMURA  v/ent  on,  would  start  war  against  the  Soviet 
Union  after  the  German  troops  hid  taken  Moscow.  Then  ho  added 
that  the  aim  of  Jana*  was  to  cut  off  the  Far  East  from  the 
Soviet  Union  and  to  create  a  new  state  on  its  territory  under 
the  protectorate  of  Japan. 


Japan  postponed  the  opening  of  hostilities  against  the  USSR 
exclusively  because  the  Red  ' rmy  routed  the  German  troops  at 
Moscow  and  Stalingrad.  Japan,  however,  did  not  give  up  her 
former  plans  of  territorial  ^eins  at  the  expense  of  the  USSR 
until  recently.  In  December,  1942,  the  same  Lt.  Col.  NIUMURA, 
speaking  of  the  conditions  at  the  Soviet-German  front  said 
that  the  most  urgent  task  of  7*  pan  was  the  straightening  of 
the  Manchurian-Soviet  frontier  line  along  the  Amur  river,  i.e. 
the  annexation  of  the  Soviet  Primorye. 

Q,  Tell  us  what  you  know  about  the  practical  measures  taken  by 
japan  with  the  aim  of  preparing  for  war  against  the  ITSR. 


A  The  occupation  of  Mane  -uric  carried  out  by  the  Japanese  Kwan- 
tt  ng  Army  in  1931-32  was  a  decisive  step  towards  the  preparatior 
of  for  an  attack  on  the  Soviet  Union. 


The  aditor  of  the  newspaper  "Kh^rbinskoya  Vremya"  Osawa,  who 
was  Japanese  secret  a.^ont,  told  me  during  the  offensive  of  the 
K'»antune  Army  troops  on  Kharbin  th^t  if  the  Soviet  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railroad  put  obstacles  in  the  way 
of  the  Japanese  offersive,  Japan  would  immediately  start  a 
war  aaninst  the  USSR,  in  case  there  vere  no  such  obstacles, 
Japan  would  attack  th3  Soviet  Union  some  time  later.

^  Jhat  military  preparations  were  mode  by  Japan  in  Manchuria 
for  an  attack  on  the  Soviet  ^nlon? 

A  Pirst  of  all.  the  greater  part  of  the  Kwantung  Amy  was  drawn 
up  to  the  Manchurian-Soviet  border,  in  the  Hailar  area,  in 
particular,  a  './hole  apanese  division  was  stationed,  another 
division  was  at  the  town  of  Tsitsikar. 

The  coniranding  personnel  and  the  Headquarters  of  the  units 
stationed  along  the  frontier  consisted,  ns  a  rule,  of  former 
participants  of  the  Japanese  intervention  in  Siberia  in 
1916-1922  who  spoke  Hussion  well.  As  far  back  as  1933 
Japanese  Military  Missions  wore  established  in  most  of  the 
^•anchurian  towns  in  the  frontier  area  for  tte  purpose  of 
carrying  on  recoaoaissance  work  against  the  USSR.  The  personnel 
of  the3c  missions  also  consisted  mostly  of  the  participants  of 
the  Japanese  intervention  in  the  Liberia. 

ilimultaneously  intensive  construction  of  fortifico' ions  and 
airfields  was  carried  out  along  the  frontier  of  the  Lov^et 
Cnion  Powerful  fortifications  wore  constructed  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  of  the  town  of  Hailar  the  Hmran  station  a  id  the  Po- 
granichnuya  ~  ition,  The  populr  tion  'were  strictly  forbidden 
to  come  into  these  districts. 

Military  airfields  were  constructed  in  the  border  towns  of 
Manchuria5  -  Hailar  ^aghal in-Uln  Tsiamusy,  Lahaeusu,  Pogrnn- 
ichnaya,  Mudantsian. 

Along  with  thin  in  193?  on  intense  construction  of  new  rail¬ 
roads  of  strategic  innortnneo  was  started.  Among  those  rail- 
rood  a  there  were  Lafo-Kinn  RR,  v/hicn  enabled  the  Japanese 
to  transfer  their  troops  from  Southern  Manchuria  and  Korea 
to  Northern  Manchuria  to  the  Ul3R  frontier.  The  railroad 
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Kharbir-Saphalin-Ule  in  the  direction  of  Blagoveshchensk; 
the  railroad  line  Tsitsiknr-Peiang,  which  made  it  possible 
to  transfer  troops  from  Tsitsikar  in  the  direction  of 
Sakhalin-Ula. 

The  so-called  top  secret  railroad  leading  from  the  town  of 
Taonan  to  Halun-Arshan,  which  made  it  possible  to  transfer 
troops  from  Southern  Manchuria  to  the  Mongolian  People's 
Republic  border. 

A  net  of  new  railroads  leading  from  Southern  Manchuria  to 
the  Soviet  Primcry^  was  also  built. 

The  building  of  military  constructions  of  various  kinds 
and  of  railroads  of  strategic  importance,  was  ~oing  on  during 
the  whole  period  following  the  creation  of  Manchokuo  and  be¬ 
came  especially  intensified  during  the  war  of  Germany  against 
the  Soviet  Union. 

Thus  even  in  1945  an  intense  construction  of  a  railroad 
leading  from  Nansa  Station  (of  the  Kharbin-Tsiamysinskaya  RR) 
to  the  North  in  the  direction  of  the  Amur  River  was  being 
carried  on. 

During  the  same  period  the  garrisons  in  the  areas  bordering 
with  the  Soviet  Union  were  considerably  reinforced. 

That  up  to  the  recent  time  Japan  was  preparing  for  war 
against  the  USSR  is  confirmed  by  the  fact  that  at  the 
beginning  of  1943  General  YAMASHITA,  who  was  regarded  in 
Japan  as  a  "blitskrieg  specialist"  and  v/ho,  prior  to  this 
was  in  command  of  the  troops  which  captured  Singapore,  was 
in  the  area  of  the  northern  border  between  Manchuria  and  the 
Soviet  Union. 

MATSUGA,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Japanese  state  organization 
the  "Kyo-Wa-Kai" ,  in  March  1?43  upoke  to  me  confidentially 
about  YAMASHITA' s  stay  in  Manonuria.

His  assistant,  oJENaGA,  in  an  interview,  s^a-jeil  that  "through  tho  elimina¬ 
tion  of  communism  the  anciont  Rue  (Russia)  will  emerge  in  now  nimbus." 

This  interview  was  published  in  tho  "R.F.S."  magazine,  "Natela"  (Nation)/ 
oince  the  meeting  with  TCOYAMA  I  always  felt  the  support  of  the  "Black 
Dragon  Bociety  in  my  anti-Soviet  activities.

T  recruiiod  ln  1936  from  the  members  of  tho 
ftn  fascist  Inion  according  to  the  proposal  made  bv  SUZUKI 
a  Japanese  intelligence  officer  of  tho  Kharbin  Mission  TmT!’  v 
mont  was  placed  under  tho  command  of  MATVEY  PLATONOVICH  MASLAKJV^a^ 
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whitoguard,  my  aldo. 

Thlo  dotaohment  armod  and  equi  ^pod  by  tho  Japanese  was  in  tho 
Autumn  of  tho  same  y oar  smuggled  across  tho  Amur  River  onto  the 
Soviot  Union  Torritory  for  tho  purpose  of  terrorist  and  sabotage 
activities  and  also  for  the  establishment  of  fascist  underground 
organizations.  The  smuggling  was  carried  out  by  SUZUKI  and  by 
EN^ZUKA,  a  member  of  the  Japanese  military  mission  in  Kharbin. 

In  the  same  yoar,  i.e.  1936,  and  in  the  following  yoars  many  other 
agents  trained  in  tho  Japanoso  Military  Mission  wero  smugglod  into 
tho  Soviot  Union. 

In  1937  the  so-callod  socret  schools  were  organized  at  the  "Russian 
Fascist  Union"  and  "Monarchist  Union"  in  accordance  with  the  order 
of  Major  CNCUCHI ,  chief  of  the  3rd  D0pnrtmont  of  the  Japanese  Mili¬ 
tary  mission  in  Kharbin.  Those  schools  trained  future  organizers 
of  sabotage  activities  in  the  U.S.S.R.  rear. 

I  wrb  appointed  diroctor  of  tho  school  at  the  "Russian  Fascist  Union". 
SUZUKI  was  my  assistant.  Those  who  graduated  from  tho  schools  wero 
sent  to  work  in  tho  Japanoso  Military  Missions. 

In  1938  instead  of  socrot  schools  tho  Kharbin  Military  Mission  es¬ 
tablished  a  special  school  at  the  mission  training  ogentrf  for  re¬ 
connaissance  work  directod  against  tho  U.S.S.R.  In  this  school  were 
trainod  tho  organizers  of  anti-Soviet  propaganda  who  later  on  would 
work  in  Japanose  missions  in  the  frontior  area. 

Whiteguard  youth  were  studonts  of  tho  school.  This  school  existed 
till  the  surrender  of  Japan  and  it  especially  extended  its  work 
when  Germany  attackod  tho  Soviot  Union. 

In  1943  apodal  detachments  were  formod  out  of  the  students  of 
this  school;  those  detachments  sont  agonts  to  tho  U.S.S.R.  for  the 
purposo  of  gathering  intelligence  information.  Tho  said  detach¬ 
ments  were  at  Shitouhoazy  station,  Imyanpo  Station  and  in  the  Hailar 
area. 

Along  with  the  smuggling  of  agents  into  the  Soviot  Union,  the  Japanese 
military  mission  in  Kharbin  carried  out  a  great  work  of  organization  of 
anti  -Soviot  -repaganda  among  the  white  emigrants  and  of  training  of 
detachments  consisting  of  whito  emigrants  for  a  war  against  tho  U.S.S.R, 

Q.  rfhat  anti-Soviet  armed  dotachmonto  wore  formed  by  tho  Japanese  of  tho 
Russian  whiteguards  in  Manchuria? 

A,  Tho  Japanese  started  forming  the  whitoguard  armed  detachments  in  1932. 
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In  the  middle  of  1932  General  KOMATSUBARA,  the  chief  of  the 
Japanese  Military  mission  in  Khar tin,  entrusted  the  whlU- 
guard  General  KOSMIN  with  the  task  of  forming  armed  detach¬ 
ments  out  of  whiteguards,  these  detachments  were  the 
nucleus  which  were  to  he  developed  into  a  whiteguard  army 
In  Manchuria. 


Kosmin  told  me  that  according  to  KOMATSUBARA,  this  army 
was  intended  to  he  used  in  the  war  of  Japan  against  the 

U.o.S.R, 


Fulfilling  the  task  set  by  KOMATSUBARA,  KOSMIN  immediately 
formed  two  such  detachments  which  performed  guard  duties 
on  the  Mukden-Shar.ghai  -Guan  RR  and  the  Lafa-Kirin  RR,  then 
under  construction. 

beginning  Iron  1933  the  Japanese,  following  the  order  «f 
the  same  KOMATSUBARA,  began  forming  Russian  police  guard 
detachments,  which  carried  on  struggle  against  the  Manchu¬ 
rian  guerillas. 

Such  detachments  were  subsequently  formed  at  the  Mulir.  coal 
mines,  near  the  Ha.ilin  Station,  at  the  Handaohedzy  station, 
near  the  Yablonia  station  and  at  other  points  of  Eastern 
Manchuria. 

Iv?  ^ ^37,  Major  ONOUCHI,  the  chief  of  the  3d  department  of 
the  Japanese  Military  Mission  in  Kharbin,  concentrated  the 
supervision  over  all  previously  formed  whiteguard  detachment 
by  subordinating  them  to  the  Ka.ndaohedzy  station  branch  of 
*  l  n  Military  mission.  A  police  school  was  opened 

at  this  branch,  where  the  members  of  the  detachments  re¬ 
ceived  military  training  and  were  educated  in  the  anti- 
Soviet  spirit. 

In  193d,  the  Kharbin  Military  mission  established  at  the 
Sungari  Station  2  a  secret  "RUSSIAN  DETACHMENT  ASANO"  in 
which  the  white  guard  youth  were  trained  for  a  war  against 


This  detachment  was  considered  by  the  Japanese  as  a  model 
of  all  anti-Soviet  formations. 

General  HATA,  chief  of  the  Japanese  Military  Mission  in 
Kharbin  while  inspecting  this  detachment  said  to  its  member! 
that  they  formed  the  backbone  of  the  future  Russian  Army. 

I,  personally,  several  times  visited  the  "ASANC  DETACHMENT" 
to  give  anti-Soviet  lectures.  In  1939*  several  men  of  the 
detachment  participated  in  the  Japanese  provocation  In  the 
Nomangan  area. 
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In  1943  the  "Ase.no  detachment"  was  enlarged  and  transformed 
Into  "Russian  detachments  of  the  Manchurian  Army  .  In  vie 
of  this  three  detachments  were  formed;  cavalry  detachment 
at  the  Sungari  station,  Infantry  detachment  at  the 
hedzy  station  and  a  cossack  detachment  at  the  touii  of  Haila  . 


The  strength  of  these  detachments  amounted  approximately 
to  1500  men. 


To  ensure  military  training  for  all  whiteguard  youth,  °bli 
gatory  military  training  was  introduced  in  1942  in  nil  secon 
dary  and  higher  schools  for  the  Russians  by  order  of  Lt. 
Colonel  NIUMURA,  the  chief  of  the  3d  department  of  the  Khar- 
bin  Military  Mission.
